NEED 5 LBS. 
FEED TO GET 
DOZEN EGGS 


AUBURN— During these days 
of low egg prices, poultrymen 
are beginning to wonder just 
how to produce anest egg in 
their business, Certainly no hen 
can Jay one, but a little more 
efficient poultry operation 
might allow the producer to 
lay one by 

And once the poultryman 
Starts checking to see how he 
can make Jhis operation more 
effieient, he comes up with the 
guestion of how many pounds 
of feed it takes to produce a 
dozen eggs? This week APT Ex- 
tension Poultryman Hoyt M. 
Warren answered that a good 
average would be five pounds 
per dozen for the entire laying 
year. Those having a feed con- 
versation of six pounds per doz- 
en eggs are spending about a 
nickel more to get each dozen. 

As a start, Warren Suggested 
careful management, Too full 
hoppers can waste about 25 
percent of the feed. Haste in 
the hoppers will also waste 
feed, and it’s expensive litter. 

Production rate is very im- 
portant. A five pound hen lay- 


ing only 40 percent eats about 


seven pounds of feed per dozen 
eggs. But the same size hen lay- 
ing 80 percent requires only 
four pounds of feed per dozen 
eggs. 

Warren said a small bird is 
more efficient than a larger 
one. A four pound hen laying 
60 percent requires only five 
pounds of feed per dozen eggs, 
while a six pound hen laying 
at the same rate requires about 
Six pounds per dozen. 

Keeping chickens cool this 
Summer will help keep pro- 
duction up. For cooliness have 
green grass around the laying 
house, keeping the weeds cut, 
open tHe house on all sides, re- 
move all but two or three inch- 
es of litter, and keep water

AUBURN Many Alabama 
families are eagerly looking 
forward to Fourth of July pic- 
nics and other summertime 
outings, 


And API Extension Food and 
Nutrition Specialist Mary Hul- 
sey this week urged housewives 
to take no chances on letting 
food poisoning bring one of 
these occasions to an abrupt 
end. She pointed out that most 
food poisoning cases in the 
summertime when the weather 
is hot and food is packed with- 
out proner refrigeration for pic- 
nics and outings. 

Certain foods are more like- 
ly than others to cause food 
poisoning. These include cream 
or custard filled pastries, cream 
ed dishes of all sorts, meat’ sa- 
lads, egg salads, cold Slice 
meats, and undercooked meats 
particularly poultry and pork. 

To avoid any unhappy acci- 
dents, Miss Hulsey recommend- 
ed that all perishable foods ta- 
ken on a picnic be carried eith- 
er in a cooler or portable ice- 
box. Potato salad, a common 
pienie favorite should be pack- 
ed in a fruit jar or kept cold 
until ready to serve. For other 
salads, ingredients may be pre- 
pared ahead of time and kept 
cold until ready to serve. The 
mayonnaise or dressing should 
be added just before serving 
time. 

For sandwiches, the old pic- 
nic stand by, Miss Hulsey sug- 
gested that the ingredients be 
carried separately and the per- 
ishable items kept cool. Then 
everyone can have fun cf _ se- 
lecting what goes into his 
sandwich and making his own. 
These sandwiches will not only 
provide safer eating but will be 
fresher and better tasting. 

Miss Hulsey added a final 
warning against keeping food 
too long in a portable icebox or 
cooler and flirting with food 
poisoning.

“Arbor Day” in Syria 


“Arbor Day,” a December day when schools are closed and 
-@’e youngsters trayel out into the countryside to plant new 
trees on barren or eroded soil. For Syrian adults, as well as 
children, this day is a dramatic reminder of the need to conserve 
and rebuild the country’s forest reserves which have been 


depleted by the military requirements of two world wars and 
haphazard cutting of trees. 


In past centuries, Syria’s mountains were covered with the 
rith forests. But this precious source of natural wealth dwindled 
during critical periods of the country’s history, During the First 
World War no charcoal was available to fuel the trains carrying 


One national holiday every schoolchild in Syria enjoys is 


timber were used as substitute fuel. 


The rich forest lands were also diminished by the standard 
practice of cutting down trees to create pasture land or to turn 
the cleared areas into agricultural fields. Eventually much of 
this land became barren and valuable topsoil was Swept away. 


Since achieving independence, the Syrian Government has 
attempted to compensate for the losses of past years. Authorities 
are enforcing a strict Policy of guarding the country’s one million 
acres of forest reserves, In Western Syria, the forests are still 
threatened by tobacco planters who cut the green tree branches 
for their own use. The Government is withholding licenses for 
excessive wood-cutting and increasing the number of forest 
guards and guard-posts, And in the mid-eastern section, the 
‘Government is limiting forest clearings and trying to find other 
pasture lands for the cattle and goats of the bedoutns who inhabit 
the region,

COMBAT HEAT 
LOSSES IN HOGS 


AUBURN—HEach year the ho 
summer sun melts thousands of 
dollars in expected profits right 
out of Alabama hog grower's 
hands 

And API Extension Anima 
Industry Specialist G. B. Phil 
lips this week called on farm- 
ers to stop this hot weather 
wast? by keeping their animal 
comfortable. He had two sue- 
gestions on how pigs may be 
kept cool, water and shade. 

Phillips explained that  ac- 
cording to experiments, hogs 
do best when the temperature 
runs between 60 and 70 degrees. 
In this weather they need 350 
pounds of feed to gain 100 
pouncis; at 90 degrees, 450 
pounds of feed is needed; over 
100 degrees the battle is to keep 
them from losing weight. Many 
pigs just stop eating during the 
heat cf the day. 

A fine mist spray using as 
little as three gallons of wate: 
per hour will keep about 10 pigs 
comfortable and gaining even 
on the hottest days. Phillips 
particularly recommended th’s 
for pigs on concrete feeding 
floors since the spray will cool 
the concrete as well as the pigs. 
Other growers can use a port- 
able sprinkler to get this fine 
mist spray to hogs in fields, By 
moving the sprinkler each day 
the farmer will avoid mud- 
holes. 

The specialist added that 
some farmers achieve the same 
rsult by running a garden hose 
over fence post tops and letting 
it drip where the hogs can get 
wet. When the hogs get wet 
they wili go to a shady spo. to 
sleen and col off. If n* urees are 
available then the next best 
thing for the grower to do is 
furnish a shed. open on all sides 
to supply the needed shade.
